About six weeks eeo the rumour ' 
was current in Palestine that the Orsnd Mufti would soon • 
return to Arab countries. Then . ' arrived In the Lebaron, 

after the middle of last week, it was already rumoured that 
Raj) Ada would he at the Rluden Conference. Again It was 
denied that he was already there. 

As returned to Jerusalem 3und*y afternoon, he 

saw preparations for decorating the city. Arab /lags, greenery, 
portraits of Hajj Amin and the King of Arabia, and festoons 
across the road, were everywhere being arranged. It was then 
rumoured that the escape had bean to Syria - this Information 
eminntlng from the Egyptian radio, while other news gave It 
thst Rsji Amin .bad lu ft France "for an unknown destination". 

All the decoration* and rejoicing wee so spontaneous, with 
no da finite news awallsble* Since then there has been a 
flood of unconfirmed rumour*.
